_ Tha yillage of Trenton contained about 
600 acres, exclusive of squares and streets, 
whereas the Town as now incorporated em- 
braces 900 acres, the additions taking in 
on the east the property of J. F. Flindall, 
including the brewery, on the west a 
considerable quantity of land adjacent 

to and including the residences of 
Messrs. W. H. Austin,H. W. Delaney and 
others, on the north the village of Harts- 
ville and the station and grounds of the 

; Grand Trunk Railway. It may be 

mentioned here that the property acquired 

by the town northward, includes the tinest 
water power on the river, the jurisdiction 

' over which will hereafter be in the hands 

of the Corporation. This addition to the 
»boundaries of the town brought within the 
limits a considerable number of inhabitants, 
so that Trenton commences on its new 
career as a Town,with a population of over 
3,000. 

The town is divided into three wards, bear- 

a the practical names of East Ward, West 
Ward and Centre Ward. Each of these 
Wards will be entitled to three Councilmen, 
‘who with the Mayor elected by the people 
svill constitute the Corporation ofthe town, 
It is not contemplated, however by the peo- 
ple of Trenton to sever their connection with 
the County of Hastings, and consequently a 
Reeve and Deputy Reeve will be elected as 
formerly, Sofarasthe Municipal elections 
are concerned the Act of Incorporation does 
not take effect until the lst of January,1881, 
As the Act provides the Corporation will 
consist of twelve members, including the May- 
or and the Reeves, but it is quite competent 
under a statute passed at the last session for 
the people to reduce the number of members 
to two for each ward, thould they deem it 
advisable so to do. ;

THE DAY, 

The day opened finely, It was neither hot 
nor cold, The air was rare and pure and brac- 
ing, and more delightful weather for such an 
occasion could not have been wished tor. At 
an early hour people began to gather on tho 
streets, and as the sun climbed higher up in 
the heavens, crowds came flocking in from all 
quarters, on foot, on horseback, by cart and 
phaeton and carriage, by steamboat and rail- 
way, and it seemed hardly possible to find 
standing room for the people in the streets, 
so thickly thronged were they. The Prince 
Edward Railway ran special excursion trains, 
and brought some five hundred people from 
Picton and other places on their first trip, A 
special Grand Trunk Railway train brought 
the Oshawa and Cobourg firemen, with a large 
number of the inhabitants of Cobourg, Port 
Hope, Colborne, Brighton, and other places. 
There was an immense crowd, and which was 
variously estimated at from 6,000 to 8,000. 


THE PROCESSION. 


According to the programme a grand pro 
cession of the different fire companies and the 
various crafts of the town, headed by the 
bands, was to haye started at 10:30a. m., 
but owing to the delay in waiting for the 
Napanee firemen and the Picton band, who 
were delayed at Belleville by the disabling of 
the steamer Armenia, it was two hours after 
before the procession got under way. Form- 
ing at the market square, under the direction 
of efficient marshals, the procession marched 
in the following order down to the Commer- 
cial Hotel, then down Front Street to Dun- 
das Street, crossing the bridge and along 
Mill to Belleville Street, then recrossed 
the Bridge up Front Street, over the hill, 
turnioy into a cross street and down again to 
the Market Square, when the companies were 
dismissed for dinner. The procession was 
headed by two Marshals on horseback, fol- 
lowed by the Reeve and Corporation in carri- 
ages, next the Board of Education; the Co- 
bourg Band with 20 pieces; No. 1 Company 
of the Cobourg firemen, Chief Engineer 
Wm. Pratt and lst Assistant Chief H. Barr 
with hose carriage and 40 men; No.2 Com- 
pany Cobourg, F, Beebee, foreman, with 
hose carriage and 60 men; Mr, Jas. 
McDonald, foreman No 1 Co. Peterboro’ ; 
Band of 15th Battalion, Belleville, 20 pieces ; 
Oshawa Fire Company with 40 men ; ‘l’renton 
Fire Brigade with steamer and hose cart; 
Trenton Band 16 pieces; Trenton Chemical 
Engine with theirCompany. The only trade 
represented in the procession was the 
brewery of J. F. findall & Co., who had a 
large waggon in which was a pyramid made of 
barrels, kegs and bottles of beer. A large 
number of citizens followed in carriages, and 
with the stirring music of the several bands, 
the display of numerous banners, the fine ap- 
pearance of the boys in scarlet, blue and grey, 
and the brightly polished hose carts and 
steamers, the procession presented a very fine 
appearance, 


MORE ARRIVALS. 


_ While the tired processionists were beguil- 
ing the weary hour in dusting and washing 
and eating, the Napanee Fire Brigade with 
Mayor Henry, several of the Councillors and‘ 
a number of aitizens, together with the Pic- 
ton band, unexpectedly made their appear- 
ance, Itseems after the accident to the 
Armenia at Belleville, the Mayor and officers 
of the fire brigade, determining to reach 
Trenton as soon as possible, at. once started 
for the Grand Trunk Station and were in 
time for the mixed train which leaves Belle- 
ville about noon, and by this means they 
reached Trenton about twoo’clock. A con- 
siderable’ number ofthe people of Napance 
however, remained on board the Armenia, 
being assured that the injuries to 
the steamer would be repaired in’ 
a very short time, and they be able 
to resume their journey. It was not until 
after 6 o’clock in the evening that the steam. 
er, under tow of the tug Sherwood, arrived 
at Trenton, and. as might be expected, there 
was a great deal of grumbling in consequence, 
Among the unfortunate passengers was Belle-

The streets from seven to nine o’clook pre- 
sented a busy and animating sight. The 
sidewalks were alive with pedestrians—the 
streets thronged with all kinds of vehicles, 
making their way home—the arches were 
lighted up with Chineso lanterns, showing off 
to fine advantage—Chinese lanterns, too, in 
all parts of the town, hanging from doors and 
windows, from trees and shrubbery, in the 
lawn and in the garden, with an gecasional 
rocket and roman candle illumining the 
heavens, made the scene a most pleasant and 
enjoyable one, 

The day’s proceedings terminated with a 
grand torch light procession and a display of 
fireworks. The procession, which formed at 
the Market Square about half past nine, was 
participated in by the visiting firemen. and 
bands,and as it paraded through the principal 
streets presented m most imposing sight. 
Displays of fireworks were made from Mount 
Pelion, from the arch of the bridge,and at the 
grove, whither the torch light procession pro- 
ceeded after going through the main streets, 
Dancing was kept up here to a rather late 
hour, and the prize of Breck ring and locket 
to the best Irish jig and clog dancer, was 
awarded to Mr. Kobert Clancey. The ring 
was given by Mr. Hanoy, Manager of the P, 
E. Railway, and the locket by Mr, Robert 
Cumming. 

Amongst the representative men from a 
distance, who assisted in doing honor to 
Trenton on this occasion were Messrs, Alex, 
Robertson, M.P.P, Belleville; Mr. Henry, 
Mayor, Napanee ; Walter Ross, Picton ; and 
leading citizens of Cobourg, Brighton, Col- 
borne and other places, whose names we did 
not learn. It was a big day for Trenton, and 
she may well feel proud of the display made 
by her citizens, ‘The delays in carrying out 
the programme were unfortunate, but mis- 
takes will occur in the best regulated cor- 
porations as well as households, and if Tren- 
ton makes no mistake worse than that in 
carrying out the destiny marked out for her, 
she need not fear for her future.

FIRING A HUMAN BHING 
FROM a CANNON. 


Among the attractions to be witnessed 
in Forepaugh’s Great Show, which is to 
exhibit here on the 12th of July, is one 
which cannot fail of interesting all who 
visit the exhibition. Jt is the act of firing 
from an immense sea-coast mortar an in- 
trepid gympast by the name of Toyal.

The statement qnoted bolow concerning 
the Oanadian Pacific Railway, which As) 
made by SirJohn A, Macdonald in his 
speech at the Bath pic-nio, will bo re 
coived with the greatest satisfaction by tho 
taxpayers of the Dominion. Sir Richard 
Cartwright, in his speech at Stirling in 
1874, declared that the building of the 
Pacific Railway would place a mortgage on 
every farmin Ontario; and so it might 
have dono had the crude and ridiculous plan 
of the Mackenzie Government of utilizing 
the ‘‘water-stretches” been adopted, had 
the same corruption been practised in cons 
nection with the enterprise as the Nee- 
bing hotel job, und the same stupidity as 
caused the building of the Fort Frances 
lock and of the railway in detached 
portions characterized the  prosecu- 
tion of the enterprise throughout. Jor- 
tunately the dishonest incapables have 
given place to men of a different stamp, and 
the enterprise has now been placed ona 
footing so satisfactory that it is now in the 
power of the Government to place the build- 
ing and oporating of the line in the hands 
of as Company, and thus to relieve the 
country of any further expenditure upon 
the enterprise. On this point the Premier 
said ; 

Now of course every one knew that as some 
newspapers were saying the country would 
be ruined by the building of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, that the road wou!d cost 
millions to build and millions to run,and that 
if the pe»ple of to-day were not ruined by it, 
their children would be. (Laughter.) He was 
happy tobe able to say that there was not 
the most distant chance of any misfortune, 
financial or otherwise, falling upon Canada 
by reason of the construction of the Pacific 
railway. THe had the pleasure of saying that 
he was as certain as he was standing ona 
platform that the railway would not in the 
end cost Canada a single farthing. He was 
also certain thatthe-250,000,000 acres of land 
known now to be fit for settlement would not 
only be sufficient to build the road and pay 
the costs already incurred by the Dominion, 
but to return a handsome revenue to the 
country. The people of Canada, therefore, need 
not be afraid that their property would be 
taxed or their burdens increased. When he 
told his hearers that at this moment there was 
a number of capitalists offering to build the 
road, desirous of taking it offthe hands of the 
Government, and also of makiog their own 
fortunes by running it and by the settlement 
of the land which had been set apart to pay 
for its construction, they would quite under- 
stand how false and absurd were the charges 
made against the Government that the build- 
ing of theJine was overburdening the peo- 
ple. He (Sir John) could say this, an! 
the Minister of Finance who was on the 
platform, could corroborate his state- 
ment if necessary, that there were capitalists 
at this moment who, knowing that there was 
a certain fortune to be made out of the con- 
struction of the railway, were asking that the 
work be handed over to them. They had said 
we will relieve you of all anxiety and the people 
ofall apprehension cf being taxed. Wewill take 
the railway in hand, build it, and make for- 
tunes out of it, The Government at this 
moment had the offers made under™con 
sideration, so that-there was no danger re- 
arding the road, and there was no room for 
doubting that the great western country would 
be opened up, not only for the young men of 
Canada, but for the world, tosettle. The 
Government was pursuing a vigorous course 
regarding the railway. The policy of the late 
Government was to construct it in diaconnect- 
ed sections. That absurd system the present 
Government had stopped and the hope and 
the intention was to have as speedily as pos- 
sible railway communication that would span 
the Dominion, 

That the Government will act prudently 
with reference to the offers made to them 
by capitalists for the construction of the 
road, and in the best interests of the coun- 
try, there can be no .doubt, and we are 
confident that the determination which 
they arrive at will be such as will receive 


the approbation of the people. -

Grain Travy.—The merchants of Buf- 
falo are jubilant over the enormous in- 
crease in grain receipts at that point.

Hints to Dairymen. 














For the Intelligencer. 

As the hot weather is now upon us, and the 
trying time for cheese making at hand, a few 
suggestions to the patrons of cheese factories 
may not be altogether out of place. Although 
we are aware that most dairymen know how 
to take care of their milk, yet we have learned 
in that most thorough of a’! schools, experi- 
ence, that they are sometimes thoughtless, 
and often, we fear, negligent and careless in 
this regard. The milk is sent to the factory 
as if it were a foregone conclusion that the 
manufacturer can make good cheese, no matter 
what the character of the material furnished 
may be, There is a growing tendency totorce 
unfit milk upon the factory man, and to sub- 
sequently blame him if his cheese does not 
sell for the highest figures, It is just as difli- 
cult for a cheese maker to make prime cheege 
out of bad milk, as it is for the baker to mak® 
good bread ont of musty flour, 

OF all articles of hums food, milk is the 
most susceptible to obnoxious odors and & 
diseased atmosphere, Ono pailful left in a 
dirty atable while another is being fi''ed will 
contaminate au: entire canfull; por will the 
odor thus acquired cease to expand yntil it 
has permeated every portion of milk in the 
vat in which it is made up. 

Stagnant water is another fruitful source of 
vexation to the factorymen. Cows should 
never be allowed $o drink other than pure 
water. Farmers may enhance the yalue of 
their cheese by being careful in this particu- 
lar, as it will cause floating curds. 

Improper driving of cows before milking is 
another particular jn which patrons are often 
culpably negligent, and for which they many 
times pay dearly, as floating curds are often 
produced in this way. ‘This is a great source 
of e»noyance to the factorymen, as the milk 
when taken in may appear to be all right and 
will show no signs of being bad until it has 
reached a certain remote stage in the process 
of manufacture, 

Floating curds are also produced by allow 
ing cows to feed near those places where -the 
unburied carcasses of animals have been left 
to decay. They are also produced by milking 
in old wooden pa‘'s, and an improper|washing 
of milk cans ; allowing the cans to stand pait 
of the day in the hot sun and drying the miJk 
on the can, wyich cannot be removed without 
a thorough washing and scalding. 

These causes of BAD MILK CAN and should 
be avoided. Let the stables be kept es clean 
as possible if milking is done in them; and 
if you have no living water for your cows, 
water them at your wells, andin hot weather 
on no condition drive them faster than a walk, 
{f there is carrion in your pasture, or in any 
place where your cows will inhale the ob- 
noxious odor, bury the same, and there will 
be great rejoicing among factorymen. 

Every dairyman should cool and air_his- 
milk before sending it to the~factory ; tho 
Warm morving’s milk should never be mixed 
with the niyh ‘s until it is partially cooled, a8 
it will sour the whole canfnll, 

Let each patron form himself into a com- 
mittee of one and see that he at least sonds 
nothiny but good pure milk, 

The strict justice of the question would re- 
quire the monufacturer to refuse absolutely 
anything but first-class milk. This has been 
done in many factorys and the cheese are al! 
first-class and ip half made before the making 
is begun. 

We entreat the patrons of cheese factories 
to givethis subject constant heed, All we 
ask of them is that they keep pace with us 
in the struggle for perfection in this very im- 
portant branch of industry.

The Neera was lying in Suez roads, the 
canal beiny not yet open, awaiting passen- 
gers, etc., before sailing on her return 
voyage to Bombay. The Peninsular and 
Oriental Company’s steamship Carnatic 
was also about ready to sail for the same 
port,and only waiting mails end passengers. 
It happened that tho passengers for the two 
steamers came across the isthmus together, 
and that two old friends and school-mates 
met, the one to join the Neera, the other 
the Carnatic.

ANOTHER COLLIERY HORROR. 


Explosion and Extensive Loss of 
Life in a Welsh Mine. 


MORE THAN ONE HUNDRED MEN IN THE PIT. 


Lonpon, July 15.—The bodies of three un- 
fortunate minera were found near the bottom 
of the shaft, but were not brought up. The 
force of the explosion was terrific, blowing to 
atoma the ventilating fan in the upcast ai 
blast. While the men were at work—yeoster: 
day the atmosphere was noticed to be heavy 
and overcharged, The scenes about the mine 
There is a 
large crowd present, and everything possible 
is being done to expedite the rescue of the 
men, but scarcely anyone hopes to find one of 
the miners alive. 

Another account gives the number of men 
in the pit at the time at 107. 

A careful examination of the Company’s 
books show that 120 men descended into the 
pit for tho night shift. . 

Sir Wm. Harcourt (Home Secretary), reply- 
ing to an enquiry in the House of Commons 
to-day, said he believed 118 men perished by 
the explosion, 

It is now certain that 119 persons perished 
in the Risca colliery. It is impossible to say 
when the bodies oan be safely reached. 

Carv1rr, July 15.—There is some confusion 
regarding the number of men in the pit, Re- 
cent calculation lessens it to 80, bat it is not 
impossible that over 300 colliers had gone down. 
The pit is 280 yards deep. All the machinery 
was new. but tho black vein seam is an old 
one and is well known in connection with pre- 
vious explosions, one of which in 1850 killed 
145 persons.

The Globe has had an agent enquir- 
ing as to the workings of the N. P. 
in tho interests of millers, and in ® 
letter to that journal under the nom de 
plume of “Tnquirer,” he states the result 
of such enquiry to be that the N. Pp, has 
een destructive to the milling interest. 
~ He claims, in the first place, that “the duty 

on flour being relatively 80 much lower 
~ than that on wheat virtually places a pre- 
mium of 17} cents per barrel on the im 
portation of American flour.” The duty 
on flour is 600 per bbl. and on wheat 160 
per bushel, which at an average of 4f bus. 
to the bbl. of flour (which isa large aver- 
age) makes the relative duty in favor of 
flour of nearly Idoper bbl., not 17go as 
stated by “ Inquirer.” This relative 
duty in favor of flour is nearly counter- 
balanced by the privilage that nillers 
enjoy of selling offal free of duty. 
This selling of offal free of duty, is claimed 
by the Globe to be an injustice to the farm- 
ing community, when at the same time, it 
holda that the farming community would 
be benefitted werethe whole products of 
- American wheat manufactured and sold in 
opposition to Canadian grain, as would be 
the case were the duty on imported Amer!- 
cangrainremoved. The Globe says truly that: 


. —The solereason why ourmillerscould not 


supply the Maritime Provinces under free 
trade was that the Provincescould not be 
supplied more cheaply from the Atlantic 
cities,” to overcome which the present duty 
was placed on flour,and under which ‘In- 
quirer claims the millers are not prosperous

He brought goods with him 
and laid tho foundation of the mercantile 
business hero. Ia 1809 or 10, he built the 
tirat frame house on the side ot the hill 
close ty, oldest in Trenton and still habit- 
able. About this time he built tho first 
grist mill, a great boon to the early settlors. 
Previous tothis they had to take their 
to Stone Mills I think, Two or 
three neighbors would club together and 
load a log canoe to get there. ‘There was 
no other way, and it usually took four 
days going and coming. The only road 
was the Indian trail or bridle path. All 
travelling was on foot, horseback, bark or 
log canoe, or by batteau or Durham boats, 
When my father had occasion to send val- 
uable papers or deeds to Little York, then 
Toronto, to be recorded or to draw money 
he always omployed Mr. Maybee (father of 
the present Abraham Maybee), who al-+ 
ways made the journey on horseback. 
My father was instrumental in opening the 
first roads in this vicinity. There were no 
schools except some travelling dominie 
would engage fora time. Mr. John M- 
Flindall, just out from England, father of 
the present John M. Flindall, Esq., was 
engaged to iostruct our family and B 
few neighbors’ children, in my father’s 
dwelling. In the latter prrt of his life my 
father engaged extensively in lumbering. 
He built a saw mill alongside of the grist 
mill. Althougha stranger without friendg 
or relatives and speaking the English lan- 
guage imperfectly, his first commission as 
Ensign is datedj June 26th, 1810 ; Sir 
Francis Gore being then Lieutenant 
Governor of Canada. His commission 
as lieutenant is dated 1816, and his 
Captaincy is dated 1820 ; Sir Peregrin 
Maitland being Lieut. Gov. In 1818 
or 1819 he built the first two story house 
and store, where’ the Queen’s Hotel now 
stands. About this time the first steamer, 
‘Qharlotte.” made her frst visit to Trent 
Office was opened here, Mr. Sheldon Haw- 
ley being Post Master. I am afraid I am 
trespassing on your space or 1 could write 
more and will conclude with an account of 
the oft mentioned ‘*Stone House. In 1800, 
James Smith, Esq. ,of the Township of Oana- 
joharie, County of Montgomery, State of 
New York, drew lots1, 2and3 on the east side 
of the river Trent. He sold part of lots 2 
and 3to Henry Ripsom, of the Township 
of Murray, in the year 1820. Ripsom hav- 
ing an indenture for purchase dated 1810, 
Ripsom sold to Johnathan Fairfield of 
Earnestown in 1822. In 1824 Fairfield 
sold to Job Barden and in 1825 Barden 
sold to my father. The Stone House so 
often referred to as a landmark, was built 
either in 1814 or 1815, andcame into my 
father’s possession with the land in 1825, 
as I am the present owner.

Mount Washington Accident. 
ADRUNKEN DRIVER UPSETS A PARTY OF VISITORS 


A very sid accident happened to a White 
Mountain excursion party on Monday, the 
12th inst. The party had passed through 
Montreal on the 8th inst,,in company with 
the large number of excursionists from the 
West who occupied some seven Pullman 
cars. After a few days pleatantly spent in 
viewing the points of interest in Montreal, 
they left for the White Mountains where 
disaster overtook them. 











A mountain carriage was engaged to con- 
vey the party up the Mcunt Washington 
Carriage Road, and the party were landed 
at the ‘‘Tip top” house in safety. At 2:30 
p.m. the party started from the summit to 
descend, when the driver, who has been 
employed for the past ten years as a moun- 
tain coachman and considered one of the 
very best of horsemen, was found to be 
under the influence of liquor. Some of the 
party asked him to stop and let them get out 
and a part of them got out and walked to the 
Half-way House. Here, by the advice of 
some of the employees of the mountain 
road, in no way connected with the staging’ 
or the Glen House, they were induced to 
get into the carriage, and after going a short 
way the driver's foot slipped off the brake, 
and it was evident that his strength of mind 
and body had so far departed that he could 
not replace his foot on the brake or manage 
his horses. The weight of tho carriage 
pushed the horses into 4 run, and on turn- 
ing & curve tho carriage wes turned over, 
sending the passengers down the bank 
among the rocks and treos,—a kind of 
dwarf Spruce and hemlock that flourishes 
just below the Halfsway House.

I 
agreed to do so, but, for reasons which I can 
easily imagine, my offer was not accepted. 

Mr, D, says I ‘coolly told them to staié 
their school,” evidently wishing your readers 
to believe that I refused them all counten- 
ance. What are the facta? They asked me 
to get a teacher forthem. I was unable todo 
so, but I told them to get one themselves and 
if the one selected was at all suitable for an 
clementary school I would issue the necessary 
‘special certificate.” Was that cool? Was 
that insulting? Was it not, on the contrary, 
deputing to the trustees part of my powers? 
For this, and many other things, they owe 
me gratitude—not abuse and misrepresenta- 
tion, 

Mr. Dafoe’s statement that I am led by the 
ratepayer of whom he speaks in such a scurril- 
ous fashion needs no reply. The foolish man 
knows better. Bangor has been much injur- 
ed, educationally at least, by local squabbles, 
Mr, D.’s conduct is not likely to better mat- 
ters. Pity it is that the educational interests 
of a whole township should be irreparably 
injured by the insensate antipathies of their 
elders, Let Mr. Dafoe, Mr. Lake, and their 
respective adherents, cease their squabbling 
and engage in a laudable and Christian effort 
to elevate their township in every way.

Loaving Ayr and “the land of Burns,” 
wo returned by train to Glasgow, and took 
the cars of the North British Railroad to 
Balloch. Thence we went by steamor up 
Loch Lonyond to Inversnuid, next by coach 
to Loch Katrine, again by coach over the 
Trossachs to Callander, and finally by rail 
to Stirling and Edinburgh, 

_Soon after leaving Glasgow we came in 
sight of Dumbarton Castle, from the land 
side, ‘Tho rocky cliff on which it stands 
rises abruptly to the hoight of 560 fect, 
and divides near the top into two summits, 
one of which is named ‘* Wallace’s Seat.” 
Tn tho fortress this hero was confined, after 
his betrayal by Monteith into the hands of 
the English, and his two-handed sword, or 
y broad claymore,” measuring five fect six 
inches in length, is hanging in the armory. 

Arriving at Balloch, where the steamer 
awaited us, we immediately change from 
cars to boat, 

LOCH LOMOND 


is the acknowledged queen of the Scottish 
lakes, It reminds us, in many respects, 
of the St. Lawrence botween Gananoque 
and Brockville, They both possess the 
beautiful island scenery, but the St. 
Lawrence lacks the mountains that rise on 
either side of this lake to the height of 
three or four thousand feet. Loch Lomond 
is about twenjy three miles long, and, at 
the southern extremity, six broad ; thence 
it gradually narrows until it becomes a 
little widér than our bay at Belleyillo. 
There are thirty-two islunds scattered over 
its surface. They belong to the Duke of 
Montrose, who uses the largest as a deer 
park. ‘These islands are remarkable for 
their large yew trees. You will remember 
that, when Roderic Dhu sent forth tho 
fiary oroer, 

“The shafts and limbs were rods of yew, 

Whose paren in Inch Callinch way e 
Their shadows o'er Clan Alpine's grave ; 
And answering Lomond’s breezes deep 
Soothe many a chieftain’s endless sleep.” 


‘*Tnch Oailliach” is one of the islands, 
celebrated for haying been the burying 
place of the McGregors, 


The islands are the characteristic feature 
of ths scenery. But along the margin of 
the water the variations of the foreground 
are incessant. Hadit no other beauties 
than its shores it would still bean object 
of attraction—whether from the bright 
green meadows, sprinkled with luxuriant 
ash trees, that skirt its margin; or its white 
pebbled shores, or its bold rocky promon- 
tories, rising from the dark water, rich in 
wild flowers and ferns, and tangled with 
wild roses and honeysuckles, or its retired 
bays,where the waves dash, reflecting, like

islands are for ever arranging themselves in 
new forms, every one more and more 
beautiful. And alongside, or behind us,all 
the while, are the Sylvan Mountains, laden 
with beauty ; and overy now and then open 
#lens widen down upon us from chasms, or 
glades of woodland lead away into the inner 
gloom ; and there before us, in a field that 
looks as if it had been left clear by nature, 
stands a solitary woodman’s hut. 


On the eastern shore the steamer stop- 
ped toland and take in passengers at 
Balmaha, the famous pass through which 
the Highland clana passed in their descents 
upon the Lowlands. 


The shores are now enlivened here and 
there by beautiful country seats and plea- 
sant little country villages. About half 
way up the lake a cave is pointed out called 
“Rob Roy’s” prison, where itis said the 
famous Highland chieftan used to keep his 
prisoners. 


At Inversnaid, where the steamer is 
exchariged for coaches, we are reminded 
in many ways that we are in the midst of 
the Highlands, and about fo enter the

Look for instanco—at the names on the 
coaches, ‘Roderick Dhu,” ‘ Fitz James,” 
“Rob Roy,” ‘Helen McGregor,” ec. 
Passengers, while going through the wild 
scenery of the Trossachs, all apply for out- 
side seats. It is amusing, however, to get 
tickets for the outside of a coach in which 
there is no inside, aud anch was the case 
with the one in which we travelled. “Hay- 
ing some choice in the matter, we secured 
a seat with the driverand so passed over 
the fine road to Stromachlachar, the head 
of Loch Katrine, noticing on the way the 
cottage where Helen McGregor was born, 
and the ruins of an old fort, said to have 
been once the headquarters of General 
Wolfe, the hero of Quebec,at one time sent 
into this region to check the predatory 
excursions of the bold but reckless Mo- 
Gregors. 
LOCH KATRINE, 
is a silyor gom set in a framework of rug- 
ged mountains. It is only nine miles long 
but every foot of the way is rich in beauty 
and historical incident. Lovers of Scott 
will recognize it ae the location of Ellen’s 
Isle and the silver strand of the Lady of 
the Lake. ‘The little steamer that plies on 
the lake is itself a ‘thing of beauty.” 
Again we exchange the boat tor coaches. 
The drivers are Scotchmen every inch, 
speak with a full Scotch brogue, and evi- 
dently have some Of the old wild blood of 
the Highlands in their veins. I love to 
tako a seut by the side of one of these 
drivers and set his ‘tongue to running. 
Ours seomed to know Scott by heart, and 
pointed out in a manner that forbade con- 
tradiction, particular places mentioned in 
Scott’s poems. A ride of eight or ton miles 
through the

asories of craggy hills and mountains 
brought us to Onllender. The scene through 
the Trossachs is accurately described in the 
Lady of the Lake. Tho whole place seems 
to have become so imbued with the spirit 
of the poem that the guides and drivers 
identify the different places as if tho ro- 
dared been matter of interest. Wo 
now enter the pass:

A Peculiar Lake, 





sheet of water commonly known as “Mud 
Lake,” which is truly a curiosity in natural 
scenery. This lake covers from fifteen to 
twenty acres of land, and is syrrqunded.op 
being confined in a natural basin. On its 
south side is adeep growth of hardwood, 
while on the west small pines and cedar 
flourish in abundance. It is nearly circu- 
lar in form, and is about halfa mile from 
the river Trent. ‘The surface of its waters 
however, is 75 feet or more higher than 
that stream. One very remarkable matter 
in connection with ‘‘Mud Lake” is that it 
has neither inlet nor outlet, and enjoys the 
notority of having ‘“‘no bottom.” The 
depth of its waters varies from six to ten 
feet, but under this there is a very loose 
fnud, through which any heavy material 
sinks almast as rapidly asin water. Iron 
rods joined together to the length of 70 
feet were recently sunk, but no sounding 
was obtained. Bass and “‘mudcats” thrive 
here, and fishermen often spend a day with 
hook and line on its waters. From what 
source this inland lake derivesits supply, 
it is not known, there being an addition to 
its depth of several feet, sometimes ; and 
how its waters depart, unless by evapora- 
tion,is also a lesson remaining to be solved.

The other day the miortal remains of one 
who was conspicuous ina great deed of 
arms—the famous charge of the Six Hun- 
ared—were buried at Hampton Ghurch. 
Lord George Paget, who died suddenly last 
week, has left behind a name deeply cut on 
the roll of gallant soldiers, If for no other 
services, he deserves to be remembered for 
hia share in the Balaklava charge, where he 
led the Becund line of the dauntless few, 
rallied the remnant, and brought them out 
of action. Later, and before the Light 
Brigade was once more itself again, he was 
its commander at Inkermann, and when 
its ranks were,refilled atthe Tchernaya and 
Eupatoria. Subsequently he held important 
posts, including the command of the Rich- 
ind Division in India, was successively 
Colonel of the Seventh Dragoon Guards 
and Fourth Hussars, and died a General.

Caught at Last. | 
CHARLES ARTHUR BONTER IN GAOL 
What tho Prisoner has to Say 


Up to tho oarly Inst year 
OCharlos Arthur Bonter was a succossfu 
hotel keeper in Belleville, Ho was land- 
lord of the Forry House, did a profitable 
business, had a good wife and a young and 
and interesting family—in fact, he seemed 
in « fair way of achieving competence 
in afew years. Unfortunately, 
Bonter, who was o rather easy-going 
got into bad company, and during the suim- 
mor of 1879 formed a liaison with a woman 
of notorious character, called Mrs, Mit- 
chell, keeper of a don just beyond the 
city limita in ‘Thurlow, known 4s “Tho 
Farm.” All sorts of means wore used by 
his long-suffering wife and by friends to 
induce him to return to tho paths of reo- 
titude, but without avail, and he capped 
the climax of his folly by, when on o 
drunken spreo with the woman Mitchell, 
having # ceremony of marriage porformed 
between them bya Ohurch of England 
clergyman at Stirling. Both assumed 
aliases for the occasion, but the fact leaked 
out and the parties were arrested, and 
aftor a preliminary examination before the 
Police Magistrate, were committed for trial 
at the fall assizes of last year. As it is 
well know, both “jumped” their bail and 
went to the United States, where after a 
wild career, Bonter was joined by his faithful 
and loving wife, who sold out the hotel 
business here some months ago. Meantime 
the woman Mitchell, who had followed her 
usual course of life in Rochester, became 
yory ill and died there ten wooks ogo. 
Learning of Bonter’s arrest, a represen- 
tative of the INTELLIGENCER called upon 
him this morning. The prisoner was found 
soatod on a bench in the lower ward on the 
north side of the prison, deeply interested 
in the perusal of a novel, A call brought 
him to the bars and a conversation, the 
substance of which is detailed below, took 
place, Bontor was very neatly dressed. He 
wore a pair of tweed pants, a white vest, 
a spotless shirt, the front of which served 
for a display of jewollery, a black necktie, 
and had his hair combed and brushed with 
delicate care and exactness. He was inclin- 
ed to be talkativé and did not exhibit the 
slightest reserve. 
His story of his career since his release 
from imprisonment last fall is substantially 
as follows: A few days after his liberty 
had been procured, he proceeded to Roch- 
ester, N. ¥., where his brother (or one of 
them) resides, After living there fora time 
he cut loose from his intemperate habits, 
and with the assistance of hia brother se- 
cured possession of a billiard room, which 
was supplied with good tables. His busi- 
ness was remunerative, and he was appar- 
ently prospering. Soon after his wife, who 
had continued his business in the Ferry 
House, disposed of her effects.and interests 
here, and with her family joined him in the 
Flower City. They lived happily and cqn-

made her home in Rochester about two 
months prior to her demise, which took 
place on Monday, May 12th. Her death 
was occasioned by an over-dose of morphine, 
and her remains were interred in Mount 
Hope Cemetery.

The sand composing these 

banks is entirely free from all earthy sub. 

stance, and instead of soiling clothes it can 

be used to advantage in cleaning silks and 
fine clothes. 


Several theories have been advanced as 
to the manner in which these banks have 
been formed. One of the old inhabitants 
eagely remarked that in the antediluyian 
days, whon this continent was undergoing 

__ important climatic changes, a huge iceberg. 
settled down where’ West Lake now is, and 
being compelled to suddenly move on, it 
dog out these hugo hills of sand and threw 
them up where they now lie. Another 
cause of their formation gravely advanced, 
is that Noah, when wandering over this 
part of the globe in his little bark canoe, 
found it necessary to throw out his ballast, 
consisting of sand, which he did at this 


particular spot. A more intelligible theory, 

_ however,and one which is generally receiy- 
ed,is advanced by Mr. Williams,the Globe’, 
correspondent,in a letter written from the 
Sandbanks a tew weeks ago, which we here 
reproduce. He says : 


“The most casual observer can hardly walk 
over the Lake Ontario beach at this point 
without arriving at the most plausible theory 
concerning the origin of these banks. Each 
wave, as it recedes, leayes deposited on the 
beach a little line of sand, which jost marks 
the spot where it came farthestinland, This 
little deposit quickly dries, and each succes- 
sive wave adds something more to its volume, 
till at length one of the oft-prevailing west or 
north-west winds sweeps down the lake and 
carries it up over the great shifting cream- 
colored mass that rises behindit. Thus every 
wind that sweeps down the lake adds some- 
thing to these banks—fine pure sand in sum- 
mor, or frozen spray in winter. Here the 
heats of summer are never sufficient to wholly 
melt the ice deposits of the previous winter, 
so that one can always find more or less snow 
and ice by digging into these banks, and in 
this way they increase in volumemuch more 
rapidly than they would froin the sand ac- 
cumulatiops alone.”

Dear Smr,—I notice the INTELLIGENCER 
eyer vigilant looking after the Municipal im- 
provement of our city, which in itselt is very 
commendable, but I do sometimes think that 
it ison the wrong track; hence its failure 
to obtain the object sought. And its 
readers are sometimes led to believe that Mr. 
Taylor, our worthy Street Surveyor, or the 
Chairman of the Board of Works should be 
held accountable for the dilapidated \con- 
dition of our fair city, a belief true only in 
so far as that,perhaps, they may lack that 
force of character necessary to impress on the 
Council the necessity fora very much larger 
appropriation for said purposes, but false in 
every other respzct, Our city, gifted by 
nature and surroundedjwith many advantages, 
should scorn the tattered garments of less 
favored places ; but I am pained to say, 
notwithstanding the laudation it sometimes 
receives from some of her children, whose 
ideas of beauty are considerably dwarfed by 
their local surroundings, that it compares 
very unfavorably with any city on either side 
of Lake Ontario, 

Did it ever occur to you, Mr, Editor, that 


there are about 80 miles of sidewalk to be 
kept in order, the duration of which cannot 
be counted over 10 years at best, and about 
60 miles of roadway, the most travelled per- 


haps of any place of its size in the Dominion 
These with bridges,

$14 per ton, placing all expenses at the 
highest figure. It has been objected that 
nothing but hard iron can be made from 
the native ores, but against this assumption 
we place the strongest assurances to the 
contrary from Messrs. Pardee, Lloyd, Pusey 
and Miller. 

With these facta before us, and with the 
additional fact that such a manufacture 
would be protected against foreign compe- 
tition to the extent of about $1.25 per ton, 
even if the duty on the coal used be not 
remitted, is it not to be wondered at that 
80 important an induatry as the smelting 
of iron, which is said to be the mother of 
all other industries, has not been established 
in Belleville, which is its natural location ? 
Strangers look on in amazement at the 
spectacle of the rich iron ores of North 

_ Hastings leaving our doors on the way to 
the United States, where heavy duties are 
paid on them, where they are manufactured, 
and whence they return in large part to 
Canada, either as pig iron, as hardware, or 
in some other form. Thus our neighbors 
receive all the benefits which ought to flow 
to Belleville, were the ores reduced here. 
Their revenue is benefitted by the impor- 
tation of our raw material, their mechanics 
&re employed in making that material into 
& marketable commodity, and the profits of 
that manufacture remain with their capital- 
ists, whilst their farmers and all who sup- 

‘ ply the wants of their mechanics, are also 
benefitted. 

Surely there is a Jack of enterprise here; 
certainly it seems anomalousthat such a 
state of affairs should exist ; but it is for 
our own people to say whether or not it 
shall continue. The Committee appointed 
by the public meeting upwards of two 
weeks ago to report upon the subject have 
not as yet concluded their labors; in fact 
it is not generally known whether or not 
they have even mot to consider the sub- 
ject. If not, we trust that they will do so 
at an early day and make an effort to throw 
off the fatal apathy which seems to exist in 
regard to this and other projects for the 
benefit of the city. Time is passing 
rapidly ; there is a danger that other and 
less favored places will take the matter up 
and carryit to a conclusion whilst our 
people are deliberating about it. Thore- 
fore we urge that some action be taken and 
at once, otherwise an opportunity which 
may never return will have been lost for 
lack of a little energy.

Most of our millers sell in bags, giving | Sault, which are tho first rapids of import- 


ance, all hands gathered on deck to witness 
the perilous descent. Majestically the steam- 
er approaches the boiling waters, and with 
scarcely a quiver of her huge timbers, is 
caught by the terriflo current aod hurried 
along between hills of white foam and surging 
water-falla for miles, until the comparatively 
quiet waters of Cornwall Bay are reached, 
Great skill, nerve, and strength are required 
to pilot a vessel through the rapide, and the 
majority of the passengers look on with breath- 
less interest until the descent is over, when 
a great feeling of relief is experienced. But 
these are by no means the” last or most 
dangerous of the St. Lawrence rapids, After 
passing Cornwall—which, we notice, is a 
large centre of woollen manufacturiog—and 
crossing Lake St, Francis, we are now at 
the head of the Coteau Kapide, Shoot- 
ing through these, we find ourselves al- 
most immediately in tho far-famed Uedars, 
which are rapids of great picturesqueness, the 
stream being divided into several channels by 
anumber of islands. The rich evergreens 
which hang in primitive grandeur over the 
banks of these islands form a striking contrast 
in color to the snow-white foam which crests 
the turbulent waves of the river, and are a 
grateful relief to the eye, Following these 
rapids in quick succes:ion come the Cascades, 
which present a fine appearance with the 
sun’s rays falling upon the spray and creating 
myriads of miniature rainbows. At the foot 
of the Cascades we enter Lake St. Louis, 
which is soon crossed, and passing between 
Lachine on the one side, and the Indian village 
of Caugh nawaga on tbe other side of the river 
we arrive at the head of Lachine Rapids—the 
last and most perilous of all the rapids of the 
St. Lawrence, Keeping in mid-channel, our 
pilot boldly steers for what is apparently the 
most difficult passage. Ina moment we are 
in the Rapids, the water around us lashing 
itself into fury and dashing onward with 
grand impetuosity. Hemmed in and confined, 
it gathers itself into masses, and struggling 
for a moment leaps over sunken rocks in wild 
copfusion, Presently we shoot between sev- 
eral dangerous ledges of rock, which project 
their rugged tops above the waves, For a mo- 
ment the steamer seems to swing in a balance, 
Then with a violent rush she sweeps down- 
wards, and rocking with the violence of the 
surging waves, plunges through swift currents 
and eddies to the foot of the Rapids, Ina 
few moments we ar- quietly resting on the 
placid waters of Montreal Bay.

200 Ibs flour, the parties purchasing finding 
their own bags. Thus the cost of the barrel 
or 25 cents is saved, or less 41bs, flour at 


profit out of which to 
pay ronning expenses of the mill. This sys- 
tem allows the miller to pay the duty on the 
wheat for home consumption and make a fair 
living profit on his business, when he has 


But supposing he bonds his wheat for ship- 
ment of the flour, he has the same advantage 
as those more favored millers spoken of by 
the Globe, to the extent he manufactures,and 
from 44 bushels, or 270 lbs. he has the same 
return as if duty paid, viz., 16 lbs flour over 
the barrel and 54 lbs. bran and shorts. Allow- 
ing the flour at 24c per 1b, orat the rate of $5 
per barrel, it gives the millerthe 40 cents, 
in flour for shipment and the 54 Ibs of offal 
for sale, or 22 cents, making 72 cents, out of 
which comes 25 cents for the barrel, which 
leaves a nett profit of 47 cents per barrel, less 
mill expenses, which no miller need be asham- 
ed of, 


But some will say the bran and shorts will 
not bring 60cts, per 100 lbs. It may notdo 
80 in every locality, but it generally brings 
from 75 to 80 cts per 100 Ibstor bran and $1 
per 100 for shorts in this part of the country. 
I believe the average price for several years 
will reach if not average 80 cts per 100 lbs, 

Permit me now to give some of my exper- 
ience as a mill owner. Some years agol took 
inat my mill at Bridgewater some 17,000 
bushels of wheat from ordinary to best sam- 
ples, mixed itand had it ground. I asked 
the miller after making close calculation, if 

he could turn me out a barrel of Supertine 
No, 1 from 4 bushels and 10 lbs of wheat, on 
the average. Hesaid he thought not, but 
could do it from 4} bushels, andhe would do 
his best. When we finished grinding and we 
added all up, he had given me a barrel for 
every 4 bushels and 10 Ibs of wheat anda 
surplus over and above of 2 barrels and 153 
Ibs, Isent a large part to Montreal, all of 
which passed Superfine No, 1, and all sold in 
Bridgewater and Belleville was of as good 
quality, 

I will give you another instance—I told the 
miller to take 60 bushels of prime wheat out 
of #bin in the mill,smut and screen it and try 
and make me 50 lbs of Superfine No. 1 from 
each bushel, He ground it and gave me just 
494 lbs Superfine No. 1 per bushel. 

Allow me to state that in grinding I always 
calculate for screening and smutting, &c,, 1 
lb. waste per bushel, and I have calculated 
all at about thatamount of loss per bushel 
and all as superfine No. 1. There is nothing 
in akernel of wheat but bran and flour, and 
to make over 2 lbs. of shorts per bushel 
shows, in my opinion, a lack of skill on the 
part of the miller or a lack of machinery to do 
the grinding ina proper manner, 

I will only notice two things more, If 
“the promise to the farmers was ruthlessly 
broken,” because ‘‘the ‘“‘offal” from American 
wheat is still let loose tax free,” how does it 
happen that our farmers uso so much ‘‘offal’’ 
for rr their cattle, especially their dairy 
cows? Ifiti in ** ds i 
fit’the farmet nd rather and to tke oe ary 
of the miller? And as to what ‘‘ Inquirer” 
says, ‘the public will not be satisfied with 
flour now-a-days, unless it contains a propor- 
tion of American wheat.” If so, why is Can- 
dian wheat sought by the Oswego millers to 
mix with the American wheat, in order to 
give them a better sample of flour? This 
being the case, what becomes of “Inquirer's” 
assertions ? 

It would be better for the Globe and its 
correspondents, in attacking any portion of 
the tariff, to injurethe N, P., to be more 
truthful, and if théy have anything to say or 
write, to give us facts by figures, and not 
mystify or pull the wool over the eyes of 
those they wish to dupe for political pur 
poses.

esting article, copied from the Industrial 
World, from which it will be gathered that 
the ablest journalisticad vocates of freo trade 
admit that tho principle is losing ground 
in European countries. Another contem- 
porary, which treats the subject with im- 
partiality, also testifies to the same effect, 
and conveys the information that an Eng- 
lish blue book which gives the changes 
since 1876, shows os‘follows : ‘‘ Holland is 
the only country which has made consider- 
able reductions, and there all import duties 
have been removed from leather, copper, 
lead, and from cotton, woollen and silk 
Switzerland and Denmark have 
made slight changes. Greece has added 
ten per cent. asa war tax, and the always 
prohibitory Russian tariff hag been increas- 
ed thirty per cent by the collection of the 
tax ih gold instead of in paper, Norway 
and Sweden have made heavy additions, 
but chiefly on such luxuries a8 sugar, 
spirits, tobacco, etc. German import 
duties have been largely increased, on fine 
cotton yarn by as much as two hundred per 
cent. on linen yarn by three hundred per 
cent, and crude and manufactured iron 
and steel, which formerly were on the free 
list, are now heavily taxed. In Italy, the 
tariff on cotton yarns has been raised about 
twenty per cent, on the coarser varieties, 
and over one hundred per cent on the 
finer. In Austria, a decline on the lower 
numbers is made up by ‘an increase of 
thirty per cent, on the finer kinds. In 
silk goods there is an increase of from 
twenty-five to ninoty per cent.” 





N. P. Notes. 


The following notes as to the progress of 
the industries of the country under the 
N. P. are copied from various exchanges: 

The Canada Cotton Company has declar- 
ed afirst semi-annual dividend of 4 per 
cent. This is a decided improvement over 
‘the state of affairs a year ago, when default 

was made on the interest on the bonds of 

the Company. 

A comparatively new enterprise, the 
manufacture of barbed wire for fencing, has 
developed rapidly in Woodstock, Ont. 
Large quantities are under export from that 
point to the North-West, where it is com- 
ing into general use. 

The first annual meeting of the share- 
holders in the Coaticook Cotton Company 
resulted in the re-election of the old Board 
of Directors. The statement of affairs 
exhibited is reported as highly satiafac- 
tory. 

A cotton factory is to be established at 
Lachute, in the>Province of Quebec, a 
locality which offers many advantages for 
such an undertaking, upon which it is pro- 
posed to expend $50,000. Employment 
will be given to 200 hands by this new in- 
dustry. 

The St. Catharines Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, formed about eighteen months ago 
for the purpose of making wood pulp only, 
hassince undertaken the manufacture of 
board for boxes and of paper of different 
kinds, meeting with a measure of success 
which has induced an énlargement of pre- 
mises and the introduction of new machin- 
ery. ; 

The Pioneer Best Root Sugér Co. of 
CDoaticooke, have, after meeting with con- 
siderable trouble, finally succeeded in get_ 
ting a charter, and it is expected the con- 

struction of the works will now be entered 
upon, It is between this company and the 
one organized at West. Farnham, that the 
contest lies for the bonus of $70,000 offered 
_by the Quebec Government. N. B.—The 
Grit free traders do not object to Goyern- 
ment money being spent in direct. subven- 
tion of this one industry, although they 
strenuously oppose the increase of duties — 
which is indirect aid only—in support of 
ali other industries. a 
Business is thriving in Woodstock, Ont. 

James Hay & Co., cabinet makers, who two 
years ago employed 80 or 90 hands, now 
keep 160 continually engaged, and expect 
‘soon to increase the number, E. G, 
Thomas, organ wanufacturer, has found it 
expedient to enlarge his factory, which, 
when the alterations are completed, will 
torn out 8 to 10 organa per week. D. W, 
Karns, organ manufacturer, has had occa- 
gion to double the capacity of his establish- 
mont within a year, agd now contemplates 
further enlargements,

_ Madoc Slate Quarries. 





Some eight or some ten yeara ago,parties 
who were prospecting in the Madoc dis- 
trict, came across a ledge of slate-like look- 
ing rock on the farm of O. F. Aylsworth, 
and uncovered the surface near the north - 
ern edge of the ledge, finding some appar- 
ently good slate. They made an effort to 
obtain the property; but the figures }asked, 
we believe, were out of their reach, and 
the work was abandoned. Not until some 
time this spring was the property again 

" examined, and this time attracting the 
attention of some practical miners, a thor- 
ough exploration was made, pits were dug, 
@ satisfactory lease obtained,and a company 
organized,who a short time ago commenced 
active operations. The company is com- 
posed of Messra. H. K. Leo, Cornelius 
Gromberg and E. B. Fraleck. At first, and 
until about a week ago, the work was car- 
ried on without the aid of machinery, but 


value of the quarry was demonstrated be- 
yond question, and steps wore taken to- 
wards the erection of a derrick. The der- 
rick, which was constructad according to a 
plan made by Mr. Gromberg, one of the 
owners of the mine, and who isa practical 
miner, having had several years experience 
_ in the slate quarries in the oastern Town- 
~ ships, was completed about a week ago,and 
is now doing its work eftectually. The 
mastis 66 feet high, with a boom of 45 
feet—all the standing rigging and guys are 
finch wire rope, and the hoisting rope is 
of English steel.
